at government expense, to one of the 
navy yardB—at New York, Philadel-. 
phia, Boston or Norfolk—where he iai 
fitted with a uniform and instructed 
in the rudiments of naval life; how to 
tie up his hammock, to brush and fold 
iiis clothes, etc. Those with trac.ee are 
instructed with reference to their par- 
ticular duties on board ship; for in- 
stance, machinists familiarize them- 
selves with marine engines and boil- 
ers; carpenters with boat building etc. 
After gaining a faiir knowledge of nav- 
al requirements, the recruit is trans- 
ferred to a cruising man-of-war. Here 
he is open to advancement, according 
to his ability. He arises at reveille, 
lashes his hammock, and has breakfast 
About 9 o'clock all hands go to mutter 
and drills. Drills in the navy are of 
great variety and, hence, do not be- 
come monotonous. Thus, they have 
boats under oars and! sail; great gun 
drills; fire drills; infantry, artillery, 
fencing, pistol practice, clear ship for 
action, etc.

As regards amusements, every ship 


hsB her racing boat, has ball mine and 
foot ball team; and there ^s much 
rivalry between the 
different .ships.

Also, on firat 
enlisting a complete outfit of clothing 
and uniforms are given free.

How ''Calamity Jane" Got Her Name. 


Ome of Her Dnrlnac Peat*. 


The lute noted female 
character 


"Calamity Jane," who had been known 
on the western frontier since 1870, was 
christened Calamity Jane in 1872 by 
Captain Kgan, then commander of the 
army post at Goose Crwk. S. !>., whose 
Jife she bad sa^ed. bays the New York 
"World. Captain E»tan was shot from 
his horse by an Indian. The woman 
scout killed the Indian and. picking up 
the wounded officer, she placed him 
across her saddle and rode off to the 
fort under the fire of other Ind'ans. 
When Captain Efjan. who was uncon- 
scious at the time, loarne>l tue circum- 
stances of his rescue, he snid to his 
preserver: 


"You 
are a good person to have 


around in time of calamity, and I 
christen you Calamity Jane, the heroine 
Of tho pti in« " 


Buffalo Bill (Colors! Cody) tells the 


following story of Calamity Jnne: 


"In 1S7G Jane, by a daring feat, 


saved the lives of six passengers on a 
stagecoach traveling from D*>adwood, 
S. D., to Wild Birch, in the Black Hills 
country. 


'•The stage was surrounded by In- 


dians, and the driver, Jack McCaul, 
•was wounded by an arrow. Although 
the other six passengers were men, not 
one of them had nerve enough to take 
the ribbons. Seeing the situation, Jane 
mounted the driver's seat without a 
moment's hesitation and brought the 
stage safely and in good time to Wild 
Birch. 


"Jack McCaul afterward recovered, 


and some time later, while in Dead- 
wood, he assassinated Wild Bill, one of 
Calamity Jane's best friends. The mur- 
der was a cold blooded ono, and it was 
the general opinion that lynching was 
only too mild for him. Calamity Janp 
was in the lead of the lynching party, 
and it was she that captured the des- 
perado. She had left her rifle at home, 
but with a butcher's cleaver she held 
him up, and a very few minutes later 
McCaul's body was swinging from the 
limb of a cottonwood tree and his 
soul had passed over the great divide."

HOOD'S PILLS cure constipation. £> cenW, 


AN AUTOMOBILE YACHT. 


It* Inventor Expects to Explore 


Florida Swamp In Novel Craft. 
Destined for service both on land and 


water, the much discussed "automobile 
yacht" will soon be prepp:-"fl to make 
its journey to the south, says the Xew 
York Herald. As far. as both marine 
and terrestrial architecture are con- 
cerned the amphibious craft is not a 
thing to delight the eye, for it has lines 
which have never been considered 
beautiful. 


Its inventor, Anton Schmidt, a cabi- 


net maker of Newark, N. J., who built 
it, says that he is sure that it will do 
all that is required of it either in the 
water or on dry land and that soon he 
will make his arrangements to go to 
Florida, where he has been invited to 
explore a swamp. Near Ocala, he has 
been informed, there is a morass which 
incloses a more or less active sulphur 
volcano. Rank vegetation abounds on 
the outskirts of the region, and in the 
center there is an unexplored spot be- 
lieved to abound in sulphurous fumes 
and salamanders. 


The vessel has had a trial trip in the 


waters near Newark, and when all the 
machinery is placed in it he belie\es 
that within a few weeks he will reach 
the region which awaits his investiga- 
tion. 


This land and water craft, as Mr. 


Schmidt calls it, is forty-five feet in 
length, eight in beam and has a draught 
of three feet. Its total height is only 
a trifle more than six feet, just enough 
to permit a man to stand up inside. It 
has five wheels in all, two large ones 
at the side and one at each end and a 
small one beneath, which serves as a 
support when the craft is on dry land 
and as a means of propulsion when it 
is immersed. The greater part of the 
power will be applied to the 
side 


wheels. 


The inventor thinks that the craft 


may easily proceed at the rate of six 
miles an hour on land -and eight in wa- 
ter.

our conversation on the tax lista, 
in practice does anyone refuse to 
list his propprty or swear to it 


after listed? 


Lawyer Thornt'ike—I never knew 


or heard of a case where a party re- 
fused to list or to swear or affirm to 
after listed? 


Farmer 
Perkins—Can you account 


for the fact that none refuse to list or 
to swear to the Hsf 


Lawyer Thorndike—That is easily 


accounted for. It 1=? easier to beat the 
state by making one's own list and 
verifying it than by trusting the as- 
sessor. 


Farmer Perkins—Then, In fact, the 


auditor rarely has an opportunity to 
add fifty per cent to the assessor's tax 
return ? 


Lawyer 
Thorndike—That is 
the 


case. The auditor is necessarily a 
placeman. If in his first term he wants 
his second term, and if in his second 
term he wants another office, and in 
any event, he does not intend to make 
himself unpopular 


Farmer Perkins—I notice on my tax 


blank that if-I fail to make a return 
I shall forfeit and pay to the state 
from ?100 to $500. Has there ever be'en 
any enforcement ot fiis provision? 


Lawyer Thorndike—I never knew of 


a case in the state, not even a prosecu- 
tion begun. The tax bearer finds his 
opportunity in making his return and 
he never fails to exercise it 


The theory of the law is that every 


tax bearer is his own assessor, and to 
allow an interested party to hear and 
determine his own case is too good an 
opportunity to be lost. 


The idea of the Hon. Alfred Kelley, 


the founder of ad valorem system in 
Ohio, was that under the sanction "of 
oaths, the tax bearer would tell all 
about his property, and all men would 
make returns according to the exact 
truth, known only to the tax bearer 
himself. The sanction of oaths has 
proven worthless and useless. It has 
taught people they can commit moral 
perjury with impunity, and that by so 
doing they can largely escape the bur- 
den of taxation. '• 


The -law taxing personal property, 


moneys, credits yand stocks is merely 
a threat by thq state, and a threat 
which in three-fourths of the cases 
cannot he carried''Info' execution. 


The state should attempt nothing 


which it cannot do. It ought to be a 
great teacher of morals, but In the tax 
laws it teaches immorality and per- 
jury. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there then no 


way in which the state can ascertain 
the intangible property of its citizens 
and compel it to bear its burdens 01 
taxation? 


Lawyer Thorndike—There is prac- 


tically no wa> 
If the state could put 


each tax bearer on the witness stand 
and compel him to tell all he had and 
his entire condition, the system might 
be a success. But if this were done it 
would cost the state more than the 
taxes. It would require ten years to 
get the basis for one year's taxation, 
and thumb-screws and all other kinds 
of physical torture would not compel 
the truth. Those who were not in debt 
and had no intangible property would 
tell the truth. 
Those who were in 


debt or had much Intangible property 
would not. The methods which would 
come the nearest producing the facts 
would not be tolerated by the public, 
and would only be admissable in an 
absolute monarchy. The methods nec- 
essary to sustain the system cannot be 
used, and hence its failure. The ideas 
of the Hon. Alfred 
Kelley's system 


were pure theories, incapable of prac- 
tical application, and there is nothing 
more dangerous in taxation than theo- 
ries. The man with a theory is an* 
enemy of the state and of mankind, 
when it comes to matters of taxation. 


The people of Ohio have given no 


thought or study to questions of fin- 
ance and political economy. They have 
been at the mercy of the 
theorists 


who could secure places in the legisla- 
ture or in the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1851, and these theorists have 
done with them what they would. 


The farmers supported the Hon. Al- 


fred Kelley's ideas because they be- 
lieved they could compel the rich peo- 
ple of the community to pay taxes on 
intangible wealth. The possessors of 
Intangible wealth have supported the 
Kelley ideas because they thought 
thereby they could better in that way 
avoid paying such taxes as they chose 
Owing to the difficult and impractica- 
ble method of amending the constitu 
tion of Ohio the system 
has lasted 


from 1S46 to the present time, and 
for fifty-seven j^ars the people of Ohio 
haie been coni;,e!led to attempt every 
year the enforcement of exploded theo- 
ries, enforced upon them by men long 
since dead. 


Farmer Perkins—But does not the 


present generation have a right to 
govern itself according to its own 
ideas? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Certainly 
not. 


No matter what might be the ideas of 
the present generation of the people 
now living in the state, they are com- 
pelled to live according to the legacy 
of that body of m«n who formed the 


constitution of 1851. 


In Great Britain the people live up 


to modern present-day ideas, because 
it is not hampered by a written con- 
stitution charged with legislation, but 
in this country we are compelled to 
!Jr» T?p to witt0?: rorstit^tions forced 
by persons living at a remote age and 
under conditions totally 
unlike the 


present. 


Men will not submit to wear the 


fashion clothing of a remote genera- 
tion, but they will and do submit to 
be. governed by the ideas of a remote 
generation. 
The business of the com- 


munity is not conducted according to 
the ideas and methods in vogue in 
1851, but its government is. Until the 
people rise in their might and, by 
change of the organic law, make the 
legislature free to adopt any method 
in accord with 
present ideas, there 


will be no relief. 


Heretofore the ideas of the farmers 


that the system of 1846 could be en- 
forced and the ideas of the classes who 
could use it to avoid taxation have 
prevailed. These two classes have con- 
stituted the majority of the commun- 
ity or been able to control the major- 
ity by specious, but fallacious, argu- 
ments, and so we have been held in 
thralldom to- Alfred Kelley's ideas. 
The political economists who do the 
thinking on matters of taxation have, 
uniformly condemned the present sys-- 
tem, but they are not as yet listened 
to or heeded by the general public. 
The people have begun to think on the 
subject of taxation, but have not ex- 
pressed themselves. They have been 
content so far to live according to the 
legacy of 1851, but there are now 
hopes that they will form ideas of 
their own and try to carry them into 
execution. 


PRINCIPLES 
OF JUST TAXATION. 


The Ohio State Board of Commerce 


will not permit the peojjle to be mis- 
lead in their action upon the taxation 
constitutional amendment. It has pub- 
lished for the information of the peo- 
ple a statement of the principles by 
which its action on this subject has 
been and will continue to be guided, 
and challenges anyone to give a good 
public reason for not endorsing them. 
This statement follows: 
> 


Taxation Principles. 


1. A .taxable subject should be taxed 


but once. 


2. All taxable subjects, similar in 


generic character, capable of being 
taxed upon an identical basis, should 
be included in the same class. 


3. Taxable subjects assigned to a 


tax district should be such subjects as 
the taxing body of the district can 
value intelligently and justly. 


4. Publication should be made an- 


nually of all taxable values in every 
tax district 
The statement should 


give the full name and address of the 
taxpayer, the class and location of the 
property, with a sufficient description 
for correct identification. The state- 
ment should be published within 30 
days after the taxable values have 
been determined, and a copy should 
be mailed to every taxpayer whose 
name appears in 
the 
statement. 


Copies of the statement should be sold 
publicly at cost. For the purpose of 
simplifying the work and reducing the 
cost of publication, a taxing body may 
divide a tax district into small assess- 
ment sections, and publish the taxable 
value statement in separate series, one 
number for each section, and only 
mail to taxpayers a copy of the num- 
ber or numbers containing their name 
Publicity is the natural regulator oi 
the enumeration and valuation of tax- 
able subjects. It is indispensable to a 
simple and just system of taxation. 


5. Equalization of valuations should 


be made between 
taxpayers 
only 


never between tax districts, by a board 
of review for the district in which the 
subjects taxed are situated. 
A tax- 


payer should have a right of appea' 
from the decision of the board of re- 
view of the tax district in which prop- 
erty owned by him is situated to 
county board of review. When the tax 
district is a county, or the state, the 
taxpayer's right of appeal should be 
to a state board of review, or to the 
supreme court Of the state. 


6. When the general assembly de- 


fines and classifies tax 
districts, it 


should fix a minimum indebtedness for 
each district, determined by a fixec 
per cent of the total taxable value o: 
the taxable subjects assigned to it. 


7. When the general assembly de- 


fines and classifies taxable subjects, i 
should fix a maximum tax rate for 
each class of subjects. 


8. Valuations and rates should be 


fixed by the taxing body directly re- 
sponsible to the taxpayers, withou 
right of or reason for interference by 
any other authority. 


9. Laws and their administration 


governing valuations and rates shoulc 
be as simple and direct in their opera- 
tion as possible, and should be open to 
publicity at every step. 


10. Regulation taxes, when for a 


public service privately used, such as 
a water service, should be sufficient to 
cover the entire and true cost of th« 
sen-ice so that no deficit to be paid by 
taxpayers can be created by the public 
! operation of an industry.
